IRISH COERCION BILL—CONCLU 
DEBATE. 

Tue protracted debate on the first reading of the Irish Coercion 
Bill, was brought to a close last night. As a test of the opinion 
of the House upon the merits of the bill, the division cannot be 
considered conclusive. ‘The discussion of the measure at that 
stage was so unusual a proceeding, though one of perfect right, 
that many members entertaining strong objections to the bill it- 
self, both in principle and detail, nevertheless voted for its first 
reading. It is, however, a very general opinion that numerous 
and essential alterations will be made in its progress through 
committee, but that it will finally pass into a law. 

On Monday night the House will go into committee on the Corn 
Bill. After the ample discussions which have already been taken on 
the various stages through which this bill has passed, it is diffi- 
cult to conceive on what grounds much more delay can now take 
place in the remaining stages in the House of Commons. The 
opponents of the bill were anxious to delay its final passing 
until after the arrival of the last Canada mail, under the beliefthat a 
strong expression of fecling would come from that quarter. In 
that they have been disappointed, and there is no reason to 
believe that further delay will have any other effect than delay 
already has had, that of weakening the opponents of the mea- 
sure, and bringing new adherents to its support. Lord George 
Bentinck must be perfectly aware that nothing that he can do now 
can prevent the bill from passing the House of Commons, Ifit is to 
be fought at all, with any chance of success, it is clear that it is 
not in the House of Commons. Numerous divisions have al- 
ready determined that point. All that the opponents of the 
measure can now effect is a little delay. Their power is_re- 
solved into whether the bill shall reach the House of Lords a 
week later or sooner. Its fate, when it gets there, is determined 
before this, and no course which the House of Commons can 
pursue now is likely to influence it, 

We do not know whether we are entitled to make an appeal to 
those who are opposing this measure, or ifwe were, whether such 
an appeal would be of any service in inducing them to forego any 
portion of that delay to which this bill may yet be doomed in their 
their hands. But this we will say—if ever there was a cause in 
Which a section of men had the power to do more mischief to 
others with less possibility of doing good to themselves or the ob- 
ject they desire to obtain, it is in the case now before us. 
To have complained of the time occupied in fair and ample dis- 
cussion on questions of the magnitude of those relating to the 
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Corn Laws and the Tariff now before Parliament, at whatever 
inconvenience it might be to the country, would have been most 
unreasonable. Those who believed these measures to be danger- 
ous had every right amply and fully to discuss the question, and 
state their opinions. If the country suffered in consequence, it 
could but be looked upon as part of the unhappy penalty which 
it had to bear, in consequence of the existence of such laws ; and 
that suffering would at least be mitigated by the reflection that so 
much evil was about to be removed. But after the weeks, nay, 
months of discussion, which these measures have already had in 
their former stages, it will be inflicting on the country the most 
heedless, reckless, and gratuitous mischief to prolong them 
longer than is absolutely necessary. There has seldom been 
a period when political events, and the anxiety in regard to mea- 
sures before Parliament, have so much paralysed the ‘trade of the 
country in all its branches, and tended to destroy confidence in 
the future. And probably there is no portion of the community 
which has a greater right to complain of the stagnation created 
by those causes, than the agricultural body itself. 

The market for grain has for many months been kept in a state 
of depression and uncertainty never before experienced. ‘The 
capital of all the middle-men who usually buy from the grower 
to supply the consumer, has been entirely abstracted from this 
occupation ; and the farmers have been left unable to dispose of 
their produce. The quantity of wheat sold in all the markets 
from whence the weekly averages are returned, shows this de- 
pression in a strikingdegree. The following is a comparison of 
the quantity of wheat returned as sold in those places in the 
first three months of this year, and in a corresponding period of 
last year :—

We thus find that in these towns alone, the sales of which 

are supposed to represent only about one-third of the entire

| Tur sore disease which prevails in ‘Ireland has stimulated into

As to the pro ject 
of opening the ports of Ireland for three months to foreign corn, 
when that country is now daily, weekly, and monthly exporting 
flour, oats, cattle, pigs, beef, and perk, it is worse than nugatory. 
It would have no important effect on price, and it would not 
because the suffering Irish have not now 
wherewithal to buy the food grown in their own country, and such 
a measure would bring them little or no increase of employment. 
Their labour cannot pay for a supply from abroad, and would not 
be increased by such a measure. It would introduce an additional 
element of un certainty into commercial transactions. To some 
extent it would d isturb the present settled stream of trade. It 
might be a round-about method of getting a little more food for 
England, but it would not permanently extel nd our traffic and 
increase the employment of our people. It would give momen- 
tary activity, to be followed at the end of three months by pro- 
portionate stagnation. To the mischief of a restrictive law, to 
which men learn to conform themselves, it would add the irregu- 
larity of suspending it. It would wring the withers of the suffer- 
ing nation in a new place. 

Mr O’Brien combines this with a project to tax absentee land- 
lords. Some of those who own estates in Ireland are generals, 
admirals, ambassadors, and otherwise engaged in the service of 
the state; are they to be punished for serving the public? Some 
absentee landlords, too, take great care of their property in Ire- 
land—are engaged in improving it—they spend their money on 
it; and are they to be taxed as worthless landowners, because, 
having property in Scotland or England, they do not habitually 
reside in Ireland? English merchants and manufacturers, still 
carrying on business, have, by es and purchases, acquired 
property in Ireland; is ten per cent. of their income, or any other 
proportion, to be struck off by the Parliament, because they do 
not choose to forsake their lucrative occupations in England to 
dwell in Tipperary? Such a tax would be an invasion of liberty, 
to compel a residence ; and an invasion of property, to tify 
certain resident gentlemen, glowing with patriotism, and, perhaps, 
by the state of their own pockets, compelled to live at home. Let 
the state, too, be; gin to tax individuals or classes on account of 
some demerit in the public eye, and confiscation will not stop at 
absentees. Such a tax must necessarily be terribly inquisitorial 
or terribly unjust, and while the disposal of its proceeds by public 
agenis amongst the suffering people would much widen the chan- 
nels of corruption, useless expenditure, and mal-appropriation, it 
would be an example to be followed on every occasion of tempo- 
rary suffering, till it led to a general confiscation. To protect 
property is the highest duty of the state, and such a direct inva- 
fthe right of property as an absentee tax, will never be 
allowed. 

The great Protectionist leader, who would make a law affecting 
the subsistence of the nation to show his respect for his political 
friend, and perhaps bring about a combination of conflicting am- 
bitions, that, uniting the landlords of England and Ireland, they 
might seize the Government, proposes ‘‘ to break through the rules 
of political economy’’—he should have said of honesty—and send 
money wrung from the hard toiling people of England to relieve 
the evicted and starving Irish peasantry. This is only a round- 
about way to pay the landlords’ rent out of the taxes. The noble 
lord's scheme, however, embraces a “generous and permanent 
“poor law for Ireland.” He is convinced “ that by the poor laws 
‘of this country England was saved from a revolution.” We 
are not disposed to deny the conclusion. 
England have preserved their property and power while many 
portentous changes have gone on in other countries; and addres- 
sing an assembly chiefly of landjords, Lord George Be wntinck’s argu- 
ment could not be otherwise than favourably received. What, 
however, has been the effect of the poor law on the English pea- 
santry? With patient industry unsurpassed, with skill in the 
art of cultivating the ground never equalled, with frugality that 
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rowing manufacturing and commercial communities in their 
immediate vicinity, generating a perpetual and increasing demand 


for manual labour, the peasantry of England have almost to a man

They employ themselves, and they desire nothing more earnestly 
than that the Government should abstain from all inter- 
ference, and allow their inaustry to go entirely free. For the 
Government to employ the people is a nostrum that has been 
plied before in Ireland with none but mischievous effects. 
The Board of Works has contributed to bring the peasantry 
of Ireland to its present unemployed and unfed condition. 
Canals made by Government assistance, grants of money for 
improving the Shannon and other rivers, loans and state gifts, 
have all been contaminated by innumerable jobs, and have contri- 
buted to the same end as the Board of Works. While England has 
thriven in proportion as her industry has escaped the control 
of the Government, and while her noble manufacturing arts 
have in no case been indebted to the state for a single shil- 
ling of the public money, directly applied, Ireland has had, year 
after year, continual advances from the public purse, and the re- 
sult is a general reliance on that source, which now amounts to 
an absolute craving for food and empleyment. In Ireland it is 
notorious that the people do not help themselves, and itis equally 
notorious that Ireland has been the pet of our legislature. 
If we had to seek for an example, but unfortunately such ex- 
amples abound of benevolently meant interference producing no- 
thing but evil, we should refer to Ireland. Every year since the 
union some act of Parliament has been passed, with the vain 
hope of improving the condition and industry of the Jish,. No- 
thing seems to have been neglected that well-meaning officious 
interference could perform. Of the utter foliy of this course of 
proceeding, the present condition of Ireland is a telling evidence 
Out of Ireland the Irish help themselves. They thrive in the 
United States—they thrive in England—they can live and prosperin 
Scotland ; but in their own country, such a web of Government 
measures has been woven around them—they have been so long 
constrained to go as the Government please s—so continually 
taught to look to it, that while they are thriving men abroad, at 
home they are ragged, helpless paupers. The outcry in Ireland 
and in some part of England for the Government to employ and 
feed the Irish, is the wail of unthinking suffering and ignorance; 
and, were it acted on, would only prolong the imbecile pupillage 
which is now the condition of the Irish? 
The English and the Scotch help themselves, and so must the 
Irish. The Government of England has not a farthing to give 
them but what it takes from the people, nor can it move a hand 
to help them but the hand of one of its tax-paying subjects. It has 
no capital of its own, not a sixpence, and it can divert no capital 
to the improvement of Ireland without taking it from more to ap- 
propriate it to less productive employment. ‘The important lesson 
to impress on the Irish is self-reliance—the lesson which we 
require is to practice forbearance. 
faire and laissez faire are in daily conflict, and the helpless condition 
of the people in Ireland, with the almost frenzied howl which comes 
from that country for more interference, more aid, 
Government, is a warning against the continuance of the do- 
every-thing-for-the-people system. We are well aware that this 
system has been zealously advocated by Mr Carlyle, but if that 
gentleman studies the newspapers, and is sensible of the cla- 
morous demands now made on the Government by the press 
and the people of Ireland, he must doubt the propriety of having 
lent his great talents to vituperate /aissex faire. Fortunately for the 
truth, but most unfortunately for Mr Carlyle, while he was the advo- 
| cate of the do-every-thing-for-the-people system, he was also con- 
demning the corn laws. But free tradeand the laissex faire system are 
one and the same, and for a man both to advocate free trade and 
the system of doing everything for the people, is so glaring a con- 
tradiction, that the gentleman who fell into it cannot be regarded 
as an authority. He at once proves either his ignorance of the 
subject or his incompetence to grasp it. The meddling system 
has been tried for centuries in Ireland. Its present fruits make all 
men stand aghast and ask, what is to be done? We have shown, 
by a brief examination of the various nostrums recommended by 
those who decry /aissex faire, that they cannot give a rational and 
satisfactory answer. 

THE FACTORY BILL. 
Tur second reading of the Factory Bill was moved by Mr Fielden 
on Wednesday, and at the conclusion of the sitting was adjourned 
till the 13th instant. In addition to the great importance of the 
principle involved in this bill, its discussion, on this occasion, will 
be attended with a new interest. It has been marked as the first 
occasion on which the Protectionists, as a body, determining to 
abandon their former views on this subject, hope to obtain such a 
number of votes from the liberal fside of the house as will place 
the Government in a minority. The unusual interest which that 
party feel in this discussion, was manifested by their large attend- 
ance in the house early on Wednesday. 

On this occasion Mr Fielden relied mainly upon the argument 
that he sought by this bill to interfere only with the labour of 
children from thirteen to eighteen years of age, “and of females of all 
ages. The advocates of the bill deny that it is intended to inter- 
fere with the labour of adult men, and contend that all arguments 
based on the dangers of interference with the extent of “produe- 
tion, or the shortening the hours of labour generally, are irrele- 

vant to the question before Parliament. <A little consideration will 
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show that this professed limitation of interference is not intended 
to be the ultimate object of the advocates of this bill, nor that such 
could practically be its operation if passed into a law. Would Mr 
Fielden, in addressing his constituents at Oldham, venture upon 
such a limitation to his objects in this movement? But the ques- 
tion is safely put in this shape, even though the object be to di- 

minisa fall factory labour to tenhours, Either must the hours 
of working mills, generally, be reduced to ten, to avoid an infrac- 
tion of the law as to young persons and women; or must 
the place of these persons be supplied by a relay "of similar 
persons for the additional two hours, or must they be entirely 
banished from the mills, and a monopoly of the employment 
secured by adult men? Whatever might be the operation of such 
a bill in particular cases, it is quite “obvious that, if general, it 
would establish a protection to male adult labour, ag: ainst female 
labour and that of young persons. It is quite plain | that nothing 
in such a regulation could increase the number of females and 
young persons, in order to provide such relays as would be 
necessary to work a mill twelve hours. And if relays were 
adopted at all, the effect would be to increase the numbers em- 
ployed under ten years of age, two sets of whom, at the present 
hours of work, would make up the required time, as well as two 
sets of young persons from thirteen to eighteen, or of -adult 
women. If, therefore, any considerable number of mills were to 
continue to work twelve hours, the obvious practical effect would 
be a forcible reduction of the hours of adult female labour and that 
of young persons between thirteen and eighteen years to siz, and not 
to ten, while men would continue to work éwelve hours, with re lays | 
of assistants. But as young persons under eighteen years and 

adult women could not make a living in six hours, the tendency 

would be to deprive them of the employment altogether, to drive 
them to some less suitable and less easy method of earning a 
living, and to supply their places by adult men, who would 
enjoy a monopoly of the twelve hours’ labour, with relays of 
children under thirteen years, and the younger portion of those 
between thirteen and eighteen years. The practical tendency 
would therefore be to give to male labour a greater advantage 
than it otherwise naturally possesses over female labour. How- 
ever unworthy and unmanly such an object may be, there is 
much reason to believe that it is a feeling too ge — 
shared in by the working classes. Numerous cases could be cit 
even in trades which appear much more naturally calculated f 
female than male employment, in which the strongest combi- 
nations exist in order to exclude the former from a participation 
in them, expressly for the cowardly object of men securing them- 
selves against the competition of women. One of the 
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greatest 
evils with which this country, apart from the manufacturing dis- 
tricts, has had to contend, has been the difficulty of procuring a 
suffi-ient amount of employment for young persons and females. 
But the intensity ofhuman suffering which the absence of that em- 
ployment in London and other large cities has inflicted—the 
crime, misery, and heart-rending destitution to which that want 
has led—the fruitless efforts of thousands of needlewomen, and 
other poor females, to obtain a livelihood, not by the ¢ -ompara- 
tively light labour of watching a machine, self-acting in all its 
parts, requiring labour, for twelve hours, but by the close and in- 
cessant drudgery of sixteen, eighteen, ‘and tw enty hours, with 
little inte rmission—paraded as these hards hips and sufferings have 
been by certain well-intentioned persons—have not yet taught - 
humane public to feel the national blessing which it really is 
have such extensive, well regulated, and well paid employme a 
for so large a mass of our female population, as these fac tories 
present. Weare quite willing to admit that the general tendency 
of all advance in society, and of the increase of wealth, is to wit th- 
draw females from hard labour; and that it is bighly ‘desir: ible to 
do so when circumstances will admit of it, 
them other and more serious injuries. But until Mr Fielden and 
Lord Ashley can show, that in placing females in factories, at a 
great and artificial disadv: antage as compared with men, that they 
have in store some fund or means of compensating them, thei 
efforts, when clearly understood, amount only to a heartless effort 
to deprive women of work to which they are accustomed—which 
in itself is easy and well calculated for them, and for which they 
are better paid than in any other branch of employment—and to 
cast them upon the world dependent upon worse paid and more 
severe occupations, 

But then, it will be said, that, inasmuch as it would be impos- 
sible to replace the present number of women and young persons 
by men and relays of children, the general effect of the bill would 
be to reduce all mills to work only ten hours. At first this, no 
doubt, would be the case ; but then what becomes of the argument 
that the bill does not affect adult male labour? But though this 
general reduction to fen hours would take place; ap Titst,. wh 
would be the gradual tendency of such provisions, & ecially wh 
trade became bad?

would be given to the privileged adult men, as thé ‘priee of fat, 
privilege ; and ¢ rradually, if the system were persevered i lbp women 
and young persons would be excluded from this w ctreaiiated 
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formly and permanently reduced to ten, and females and young per- 
sons chased at no peculiar disadvantage compared with men—which 
however, is to knock away the whole argument on which Mr 
Fielden and the JZimes rely as to limited interference — what 
would be the consequence? There is no one who now pretends 
that the same amount of work would be performed in fen as in 
twelve hours. On the contrary, it is obvious to all, and the 
most carefull y conducted experiments have proved it, that as the 
quantity of work must depend upon the movement of machinery, 

independent of the will of the managers and lookers-on, that will 
can have no effect on the speed or on the quantity produced. 
The will of the operative attendant upon the machine has no more 
control over its movement than the will of a passenger, walking 
the deck of a steam-boat, has upon i/s speed. The quantity pro- 
duced in such a case must therefore be exactly proportioned to 
the time it is in operation; and it is difficult, therefore, to show 
that with the same management, and all other things the same, 
ten hours will produce more than a quantity just one-sixth less 


than could be produced in twelve hours. _It is, therefore, tanta- 
mount to abandoning one-sixth of the whole production. And, 


inasmuch as this represents not the simple labour of the individual 
persons engaged in each mill, but that labour multiplied by as 
many times as the aid of machinery increases its efficiency, the 
whole loss to the community must be proportionably great. 

It is, therefore, impossible to deny that the general reduction 
of the hours of labour from twelve to ten would greatly diminish 
the quantity produced, and the amount of wages in even a greater 
degree, inasmuch as the whole charge for fixed capital, and the 
profit of the floating capital wou!d require to be paid from the 
diminished quantity of produce. This will be more obvious if we 
consider for a moment that wages are in reality but a certain 
share of the article produced. Take, for example, a thousand 
pieces of calico; the price of those goods is made up, first, of the 
cost of raw material; second, of the charge for the fixed capital 
represeuted by the machine employed to work it; third, of the in- 
terest of capital required to conduct the business; and fourth, of 
the wages of labour paid to work the machinery and perfect the 
production. By a reduction of the hours of work from twelve 
to ten, with the exception of a saving of some minor items, 
such as coal, gas, &c., there is no other component part of 
this price that can be permanently reduced, except the quan- 
tity of raw material used, and wages of labour. The interest of 
capital sunk in machinery, and the profit of capital floating 
in business, are governed by principles altogether independent 


of any regulation imposed by an act of Parliament on _ fac- 
tory labour. If, by am accident, any one of these elements 


of cost yielded a smaller return, at some particular time, than was 
equal to the general rate of interest or profits obtained in other 
equally desirable investments of capital, such inequality would 
soon be corrected by the withdrawal of some already so invested, 
or by withholding further investments that would otherwise have 
taken place. It is impossible to show that a capitalist would 
have any inducement to invest money on the erection of anew 
cotton mill, to be satisfied with a smaller return, because a fen 
hours’ bill confined his daily produce to one-sixth less than he 
would procure from twelve hours’ working. Now, let us suppose 
that working twelve hours, the produce, say one thousand pieces of 
calico, were thus divided :— 

200 pieces for the raw material. 
200 pieces for charge of fixed capit 
200 pieces for profit and risk of cap 
400 pieces for wages. 

Let us, then, suppose the hours of labour generally reduced to 
ten inetend of twelve. The quantity produced would be reduced 
to 834 At this rate, the quantity of produce to be re- 
ceived . the eperative would be reduced to 334 pieces, being one- 
sixth less than before. The quantity representing raw material 
would be reduced to 167 pieces. But the other two items are fixed 
quantitic -s—fixed by the ratio of profits and interest of capital em- 
ployed in any other way, and altogether independent of this change 
of the hours of labour. Sooner or late: . whatever might be the first 
effect, these elements of the whoie cost must still receive 400 pieces 
of the whole production, as before, while the raw material would 
represent 167 pieces, leaving, therefore, only 267 pieces for the 
| labour, instead of 334, to which it would be entitled if paid at the 
| same rate as before. We do not pretend to any accuracy in these

The importation thereof is estimated at 15,000 to 20,000 tons, or o nly 
about half of what will be wanted. 

While the total supply of the country threatens to be less in quan- 
tity than the total consumption, a large proportion of that supply will 
be of kinds very indifferently suited to the tastes and wants of the 
country. This isa point of extreme importance, and very little at- 
tended to, 

Under any probable circumstances, there is good reason to believe 
prices will rule very high indeed for useful sorts, unless the legislature 
provide an opening for an ample supply being introduced. Already 
the price in bond is 25 per cent. or more hig her than before the reduc- 
tion of duty. 

The importation of molasses has for the last two years been less than 
the consumption. ‘This year the consumption will be greater than 
either of these former years, and the importation threatens to be still 
less than then, so that there is nearly a certainty that the supply will 
not reach 3ths of the demand, even though that demand continue re- 
stricted by “the high prices that prevail. In May of last year, molasses 
were currently sold at 17s 6d; similar quality is now worth 25s 6d. 
Deducting the duty, 5s 3d, the prices in bond are 12s 3d and 20s 3d, 
thus showing an advance of 66 per cent. In fact, the prices are Dow 
higher than ‘before the duty was reduced last spring ! 


It would bea one-sided view if we look merely to the actual con- 
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sumption of molasses in time past. ‘The establishment of low and 
uniform prices would lead toa great increase; the use of bastards 
and treacle, produced therefrom, would at moderate prices be much 
greater. Such prices would therefore be a valuable boon to the poor, 
who ave the almost exclusive consumers. 

The value of molasses for distilling is nearly equal to that of sugar, 
allowing for the water of liquefaction. ‘The government may require 
before next harvest to provide new materials for that manufacture, 
to prevent the cruel destruction of corn in time of scarcity. ‘The 
readiest materials are sugar and molasses; but since the ordinary 
supply of both is insufficient for the ordinary consumption of the 
country, it would be, to say the least, wise to alter the laws in such a 
way as to facilitate an increase of supply, when called for to meet a 
casual increase of demand, even though circumstances did no at pre- 
sent d-monstrate the urgent necessity of increase to meet the ordinary 
consumption for the regular use of refiners and grocers. 

In the foregoing observations allusion to the slave question has 
been avoided, the object in view being to exhibit the facts of the 
case, which, it is presumed, speak powerfully of the propriety of en- 
deavouring to do all that circumstances permit to prevent impending 
scarcity of important articles. ‘Taking for granted, in the mean- 
time, the expediency of that distinction between free and slave labour 
which the government and legislature have instituted, a question may 
reasonably be entertained whether the perpetuation of it is practic- 
able under absolute exclusion of slave-produced sugar. The mass of 
the population must not be reckoned so philanthropic as her Majesty’s 
ministers and the parliament, and may soon murmur against scarcity 
prices, though content to bear the small bounty which Mr Gladstone, 
in defending the distinction of growth, assured the public the exclu- 
sion would be equivalent to bestowing on free labour. Could, there- 
fore, some medium course be resorted to, which, while honourably 
maintaining our national protest against slavery, will yet provide an 
adequate supply of the articles which alone have been branded with 
the stigma of origin? There might. The admission of uncertified 
augars could be allowed on a differenee of duty corresponding to 
the difference of price which it was originally understood the distine- 
tion would establish between the value of free and slave-labour sugar. 
The duty on slave-labour sugar might be made 5 per cent, or even }d 
per pound higher than on free labour. The effect of this alteration 
would be to lower the value of sugar in the home market at least a 
pennny per pound. At the same time, provision might be made for 
admitting the sugar of the bonded refineries, which, though a British 
manufacture, and treated in foreign countries as British produce, is 
at present rigorously prohibited, much to the disadvantage of im- 
porters, refiners, and consumers at home. 

[We do not agree with our correspondent in thinking that any 
material relief would be permanently obtained by any measure 
short of a reduction of the differential duties, and the perfect 
equalisation of slave labour and free labour sugar. The existing 
is now exercising a prejudicial influence in a way not 
ast year certificated sugars were no higher in price in 
this market than other foreign sugars, and a large portion of the 
quantity imported was again re-exported to the continent. The 
consequence has been that no material additional quantity of sugar 
has been shipped from Java and Manilla to this market in the 
present year, although it would, as it has turned out, be worth 
at least from 53 to 8s per cwt more here than in Holland.

THE CONDITION OF OUR WEST INDIAN COLONIES. 
To the Editor of the Economist . 
Sin,—In acircular which 1 addressed, in May 1845, to the share- 
holders of the Jamaica Railway, I said,— 
* Tam deeply impressed with the conviction that the falling off in the 


aggregate production of the Island Staples, may be traced to many concur- 
ring causes besides that of the abolition of slavery. I apprehend, that the 
want o necessary capital, on the part of resident proprietors,—the 
want of confidence, on the part of absentees (resulting fiom deficient crops, 
the natural effects of the great social changes which have been so recently

out),—the numerous instances in which estates are the subject 
eedings,—and above all, the inexperience of the bulk of the com- 
s to the most economical modes of applying free labour, added to 
the comparatively small progress which has been hitherto made in agricul- 
tural sci —have, one and all, so overlaid and entangled the question of 
comparative cost between the two systems, that the solution of this most 
important and interesting problem, by a deliberate, and careful, and prac- 
tical analysis of every branch of the subject, has yet to be attempted 

“* Connected, as it is, with the success of the Railway, as well as of other 
projects for benefiting the island, I have determined on devoting a few 
months of prospective leisure to the task. With this view, I have engaged 
the services of Mr Thomas Dickon, of Thorseway, near Caistor, Lincolnshire, 
a gentleman who has been long and extensively known as an experienced 
and scientific agriculturist, and who will accompany me to Jamaica. With 
his assistance, it is;my intention to ascertain, by personal observation, the 
actual*condition and present mode of cultivating estates ;—and it will be 
our united cndeavour to apply to the necessities of tropical agriculture, the 
results of practical experience in this country.” 

I will now submit as briefly as I can the result of our observations in 
Jamaica. For the sake of clearness, I will address myself seriatim to 
the various causes which I had previously imagined as having a con- 
current influence in the decreased aggregate production of the 
island, 

The abolition of slavery has, of itself, had a considerable effect; be- 
cause with it the artificial system of production without profit has 
received a serious check. I need not trouble you with any explana- 
tion of the causes which made the original cultivator of a sugar 
estate by slave labour dependent upon the English capitalist for the 
necessary means; or the temptation which was held out, by the

facility with which such assistance was precured, to injudicious 
investments. It is enough for my purpose to state the fact, thata 
very large portion of Jamaica estates were constantly under mort- 
gage to English merchants, whose annual emoluments in the shape 
of interest, commission, freights, and overcharges on supplies, were 
so great, as to reconcile them to the improbability of their being 
repaid the principal money ; while the planter had no alternative 
but to continue the cultivation possitly with the hope of ultimate 
independence, but certainly as the ouly means of propitiating his 
creditor, and saving himself from foreclosure and ejectment. So 
long as slavery existed, he contributed, by the labour of his slaves, 
to the production of the estate. Abolition deprived him of this, and 
left him a mere incumbrance on the mortgagee. ‘he latter received 
an instalment of the debt in his share of the 20 millions.compensation 
fund, and finding himself the only responsible party in the trans- 
action, declined to incur the hazard and expeuse of working the 
estate by free labour. ‘The result of all this has been, that a large 
number of estates have been abandoned, which, under a souader 
system, would never have existed. 

As somewhat analogous to the preceding may be cited the cases of 
numerous estates where joint ownerships—receiverships in chancery— 
life interests—and other similar predicaments, have only begun to 
operate seriously when a stop was put to their being worked by slave 
labour. Any one acquainted with Jamaica will be at no loss to adduce 
instances in every parish where the finest properties are rendered 
wholly unproductive by some one of the aforenamed causes, and which 
might be advantageously cultivated could the legal difficulties be 
removed, 

Another serious drawback upon the cultivation has been found in 
the long and unexampled droughts to which the island has been ex- 
posed during the last ten years. ‘The effects of these visitations have 
no doubt been aggravated by the fact of their occurrence at the time 
when the transition from slavery to freedom had unhinged the usual 
relations of society, and had beyond all dispute (for a time at least) 
deprived the planters of that labour which was indispensable to the 
efficient cultivation of their estates. It will be readily understood 
how two such powerful causes have combined to dissipate the avail- 
able means of the planter, and bring about the inevitable abandon- 
ment of the cultivation. 

Here, then, we have important elements of decreased production, 
which, although called into action by the substitution of free for’slave 
labour, have really nothing whatever to do with the comparison of the 
relative cost of either system. Let us now proceed to examine the 
arguments and position of those who are unaffected by any of the 
preceding contingencies. 

It is alleged by the Jamaica planters, and reiterated by the absen. 
tee proprietors, that it is difficult to secure a supply of labour on suf. 
ficiently reasonable terms to work the estates to profit ; and that it is 
u'terly impossible to secure continuous labour from the negroes at any 
rate of wages; that immigration is consequently indispensable, tor 
the purpose of meeting this double difficulty; and it is made a ground 
of complaint, that while they are threatened with an increased com- 
petition in the home market, they are so hampered by government 
restrictions as to be prevented from increasing their population to 
any sensible extent. 

During our recent sojourn in Jamaica, Mr Dickon and I, either to- 
gether or separately, visited 18 out of the 22 parishes into which the 
island is divided. Our avowed object was to make inquiries respect- 
ing the system of cultivation and manufacture of the staples, and the 
all-important question of the supply of labour, confining myself, for 
the moment, to the latter topic. We found that, although everybody 


was ready to bear witness to the generally acknowledged want of 


labour in his district, the cases were exceedingly rare (so rare, in- 
deed, that I could actually enumerate them), where our informants 
spoke from their own personal experience; and in these cases a little 
inquiry sufficed to show that the unwillingness of the labourers to 
work upon the estates might be traced to either inability to pay the 
wages, or some difference of opinion as to the rate. 

‘Lhe best evidence which I can adduce of there being no general 
disinclination on the part of the negroes to work, is the fact, that we 
met with more than one instance where they had continued to labour 
on the estate without having received their wages for many months, 
but were depending on the honour of their employer to pay them out 
of the first money which came into his hands. We also found that 
from some parishes, where the circumstances of the planters were the 
most reduced, the negroes had migrated to others, some 30 and 40 
miles distant, in search of employment—not so much for increased 
wages, as for the sake of securing regularity in their payment. 

It must, however, be recorded that, in some districts, we found 
that the labourers had, in the month of August after the anniversary 
of emancipation, and for a week or ten days immediately subsequent 
to the vernal and autumnal rains, almost universally absented them- 
selves from their labour on the estates. 

It is impossible to deny the great evils to which such an interrup- 
tion must subject the planter; but even these are certainly to be 
mitigated, and, I believe, effectually overcome by a greater regard 
than is at present paid to providing continuous employment, whereby 
many portions of the cultivation might be more economically and 
efficiently performed than they are at present, and by the payment 
of such money-wages as will induce the labourer ¢o value his place 
more than his provision ground. 

But I shall be met by the assurance, that the cultivation of sugar 
will not admit of paying higher wages than 1s or 1s 3d per diem. 
Let us examine for ourselves. ‘Ihe materials are not always at 
hand to analyse the outgoings of a Jamaica estate; but I happen to 
have before me the particulars of one of the estates which we visited, 
and which bears so fully upon this head, that I shall be excused for 
giving them at length. It will be seen that they fully corroborate 
the accounts already published by the Jamaica Agricultural Society 
respecting Denbigh Halse Hall and Seville estates.

The foregoing valuations of the produce are too low, but I adhere 


implicitly to the original figures. 

Here, then, we have a gross revenue of 4,250/ sterling produced by 
20,642 days’ labour, at rates varying from 1s and 44 d per day, and 
costing in the whole the sum of 9007. Without going into the ques- 
tions of how far the net proceeds of the estate might have been in- 
creased by the sale of corn and cattle, which form items on the debit 
side, or how far the labour actually employed might by the more ex- 
tensive use of implements have been economised, I think it may be 
safely asserted, that if necessary the daily wages might have been 
augmented from 50 to 75 per cent, without subjecting the proprietor 
to anything 1 ike loss in his cultivation. 

The estate in question has no peculiar advantages beyond those by 
which it is surrounded. It was at the time of our visit under the 
charge of the son of the proprie tor, and although suffering from many 
portions of the prevailing system, its general condition and appearance 
were among the best which we witnessed. We were assured that 
the only labourers employed were the former slaves on the estate. 

* We are again told that no amount of wages will secure continuous 
labour. ‘This assertion was not borne out by what we saw upon seve- 
ral estates, and certainly it is completely refuted by our experience 
in the construction of the railway between Kingston and Spanish 
Town. We employed for upwards of a year an average of 500 men, 
without experiencing at any time any difficulty from interrupted la- 
bour. I shall be told that we paid exorbitant wages, and that the 
work was such as suited the tastes of the negroes from its nature and 
novelty. ‘True, we paid 2s per diem, but we took care to accompany 
it with strict and constant supervision, and we found our account in 
substituting the pick-axe, the shovel, and the wheelbarrow, for the 
worn out hoe and little wooden bow], whereby we secured the re- 
moval of 10 cubic yards of earth as the daily task, and for which we 
should have had to pay something like 3s 6d in England. I cannot 
well imagine what there was in either the nature or novelty of the 


| work to make it more inviting than the labour on an estate, or on 


their own provision grounds. The only coercion we used was the 
certainty of dismissal for abse nee, and we found it work well. 

But I will, for the sake of argument, admit that the planters are 
correct in their assertion, both as to the maximum rate of money- 


wages and the impossibility of securing continuous labour. The 
remedy which they suggest is an extensive immigration, unaccom- 
panied by the trammels which have been hitherto imposed. Con- 


ceding, at once, the injustice and impolicy of some of these restric- 
tions, 1 will address myself to the question of immigration in its most 
unfettered and extended form. I will imagine that the island of 
Jamaica shall have imported 50,000 Hill C oolie 8,at an ae of 
750,000/, and the eqnally heavy responsibility of seuding them back 
at the end of five years. I will imagine that so large an accession 
to the labouring population shall have lowered the m oney-rate of 
wages to 9d per diem. What, now, my fellow colonists, is the im- 
mediate and natural result? You have increased the expenditure 
of the island for immigration purposes, and you must, consequently, 

maintain, if not increase, the import duties on provisions. You 
hereby render doubly valuable the product of the “negro grounds,” 


and you have added 50,000 additional customers to the population. 
But you have done more :—you have held out the two strongest pos- 
sible inducements to the native labourers to abandon the labour on 
the estates, and to become small settlers; and then, let me ask you, 
how are you maintain your reduced wages in the face of a reduction 
in the number of your labourers ? or where are you to look for labour 
at the end of five years? Do you imagine that the negro will then 
give up his provision ground and give you continuous labour for 9d 
a day ?—or that, having once driven him to adopt a semi-savage state, 
and checked his growing artificial tastes, do you see no danger of his 
preferring an independent subsistence to the earnings of a daily 
labourer, on any terms? But, for the sake of testing the efficacy of 
the remedy, I am willing to imagine impossibilities—I am willing to 
believe that the native labourers will be content to neglect their 
grounds, and to work for 9d a day; that the Coolies will not wish to 
be sent back to their country ; and that the increased consumption of 
imported provisions shall enable you to meet the lavish expenditure 
incurred. Whatthen? What is your position as a sugar-producing 
colony 2 

The capital which some would suggest should have been devoted 
to the aoemaeny of manual labour—to the erection of steam engines— 
the laying down of tramways—the importation of skilled agric cultural 
labourers and artizans—to the judicious management of cattle—the 
more perfect and scientific tillage of your soil, and the more econo- 
mical manufacture of your produce, —has been devoted to the i impor- 
tation of human be ‘ings—to, in short, a modified species of slave trade. 
You have staked your existence on physical strength—you have asked 
for and obtained “liberty to compete "—you have had a clear stage, 
and you must look for no favour. Look around you. Your first 
competitors are the East Indians, with their labour at 3d per day ; 
your next, the planters of Java, China, and Manilla, with their mil- 
lions of ‘population ; your next, those of Cuba and Brazil, with their 
crowds of African slaves, whose thews and sinews are so many mere 
marketable machines, to be used and used until they snap, and are 
replaced by others. Is this the competition for which you _ pre- 
pared? Is this the consummation at which you are to arrive by the 

expenditure of so much capital ? Common sense must show you that 
it is at once an unt qual contest and an unprofitable inve stment. 

I refrain from urging, with the force which the subject merits, the 
injustice which any scheme of immigration, by means of public taxa- 
tion, must inflict upon the mercantile classes in the towns, or on those 
planters who look to other appliances than manual labour for the cul- 
tivation of the soil; and above all, on the present labouring popula- 
tion, Who already pay 3-5ths of the duties on imports, and who are to 


be further taxed for the mere purpose of creating their own competi- 


tors. I will rather ask, Who can magnify the evils of a system of 
small holding: s and separate self-d pende nee when once ert ated, or 
who can s t bounds to the demoraliz ing eff ets which the introduc.

committee on which Mr S. O’Brien had been appointed to serve met yesterday, 
and Mr S. O’Brien had not attended it. The chairman had reported to him 
that Mr S. O’Brien was absent ; and he (Mr Estcourt) had moved in consequence 
that Mr S. O’Brien be ordered by the house to attend the committee that day. 
Mr S. O’Brien declared last night in his place in parliament that he would not 
attend the committee to-day; and, in consequence of his acting upon that de- 
termination, he was now compelled to move a resolution, on which the house 
would be called upon to express its opinion of the conduct of one of its own 
members. He concluded by moving, as he repeated, with great pain, that W. S. 
O’Brien, Esq., having disobeyed the order of the house by refusing to attend the 
committee on which he was summoned, had been guilty of a contempt of the house. 
— Mr O'Connell contended that the act of union gave the house no power to en- 
force the process of committal upon Irish members ; and that neither had they any 
statutable power to compel the attendancelof members upon committees.— 
The Attorney-General said the act of union provided that the three kingdoms 
should be represented in one parliament, in which were incorporated a cer- 
tain number of Irish members who became liable to all the responsibilities 
imposed on the English members before the union. Besides the power was in- 
herent in the House of Commons, and the house had given the committee its 
powers. Mr S. O'Brien had refused obedience to that jurisdiction which he him- 
self had helped to esta»lish, and he saw no other course for the house to pursue 
save that recommended at this moment.—Mr Roche regretted that it should be 
necessary to introduce a resolution of this kind at the present moment; for he 
foresaw that the ultimate result of it would be to compel those Irish members 
who agreed in the propriety of Mr S. O'Brien's course, to take measures which 
would impede the ordinary course of parliament. Mr Warburton disapproved of 
Mr S. O’Brien’s conduct, and admitted that the house had the power to commit 
him, but he was afraid what would be the result of such a step. He moved as 
an amendment that— 

“That Mr S. O’Brien, having stated special grounds on which he wished to be ex- 

empted from attending in private committees, should in future be exempted from such 
at endarce, and that it be an instruction to the Committee of Selection to report to the 
house tl.e names of all members in future claiming to be exempt from such attendance, 
and the grounds on which they claimed such exemption ” 
Mr Brotherton seconded the amendment.—Mr J. O'Connell thought it would be 
better to adopt Mr Warburton’s amendm€nt than to exasperate the people of 
Ireland by committing Mr O’Brien.—Sir R. Peel believed it was a matter of ge- 
neral regret that this point had been raised, but with the precedent established 
last session in the case of Mr B. Escott, whose objctions to serving on a com- 
mittee on a private bill had been overruled by the house, he did not see any 
other course which the house could adopt save that of affirming the resolution 
of Mr Estcourt, He could not assent to the amencment of Mr Warburton, for 
it was a way of evading the difficulty of the case, if there was a difficulty, hardly 
worthy of his long experience in parliament. It might be that Mr S. O’Brien 
wished to be a martyr, and had therefore challenged the existence of the power 
of parliament; but as he had challenged it, the house must vindicate it, and he 
should therefore support the original resolution.—Mr H. Grattan and Mr C. 
Powell defended Mr O’Brien.—Sir T. Wilde said the ‘house ought to have no 
hesitation in believing that it possessed a common authority over all its mem- 
bers, which entitled it to call upon them te discharge their parliamentary duties 
as it seemed best in its judgment, and as it deemed most essential to the public 
benefit.— Mr D’Isracli and Mr C. Buller suggested that time might be afforded 
to Mr O'Brien to reconsider his determination.—The house divided, when there 
appeared for the amendment, 15 ; against it, 139 ; majority, 124. 

The amendment being lost, another division took place on the main question, 
when the numbers were — ayes, 133 ; noes, 13; majority, 120. The original re- 
solution was therefore carried. 

Mr Estcourt then made a motion for the committal of Mr O°Brien.—Lord 
Morpeth put it to the house whether it would not stand more right in the eyes 
of the public, if it gave time to Mr S. O’Brien to decide whether he would not bow 
to its clearly ascertained opinion. He hoped Mr Estcourt would withdraw 
his present motion, and substitute this motion in its stead ;— 

“That Mr 8. ©’Brien do attend in his place, in order that the Speaker may commu- 
nicate to him the resolution of the house.” 

Mr Estcourt felt, as all the precedents were against delay, that it would be 
highly unbecoming in him if he did not take the same course as had always 
been taken by his predecessors. He should therefore persist in his motion.—Sir 
R. Peel was of opinion that as the house had decided by a large majority that 
a contempt of its authority had been committed, and was prepared by a further 
vote to maintain its authority, it would not be prejudiced by giving Mr O’Brien 
a short time for changing his opinion.—Mr Estcourt expressed his willingness to 
aijourn the debate—Mr Roche said Mr O’Brien had empowered him to make 
known to the house that he was so strongly cunvinced of the rectitude of the 
course which he had pursued, that he felt it unnecessary that any delay should 
be interposed between the resolution of the house, which had just been passed, and 
that which he knew must follow it.—After some further discussion the debate 
was adjourned to Thursday next. 

Mr P. Scrope moved for leave to bring ina bill for promoting the reclamation 
of waste lands in Ireland.—Mr S. Crawford seconded the resolution.— After a few 
words from Sir J. Graham, Mr Roche, Mr Wyse, and Mr Lefroy, leave was given 
to introduce the bill. 

Wednesday, April 29. 

On the motion of Mr Estcourt, it was agreed that committees should have 
leave to sit during the sitting of the house. 

PETITIONS were presented in favour of the repeal of the Roman Catholic dis- 
abilities, in favour of the Ten Hours’ bill, and against the sale of intoxicating 
liquors on Sundays.—Mr Colquhoun presented a petition from persons profess- 
ing the Roman Catholic faith in the north of England, praying the house 
to protect them against the dominecring spirit of the vicar apostolic of the Pope. 

THE FacTori€s REGULATION Bitt.—The order of the day for the second 
reading of this bill was brought up.—Mr Fielden presented 230 petitions in fa- 
vour of the Ten Hours’ bill, and drew the attention of the house to the deplorable 
condition of the factory children.—Mr Hume, seconded by Mr Ward, moved that 
the bill be read that day six months.—After a short discussion, the debate was 
adjourned till Thursday. 

The other orders of the day were then disposed of, and the house rose at six 
o'clock, 

Mr §. O'Briey.--On the motion of Mr Estcourt, that Mr S. O’Brien be com- 
mitted for centempt to the custody of the Sergeant-at-Arms, Mr Roche moved 
that he be allowed to explain his motives from his place in the house.—After 
some discussion the Speaker issued his warrant for the commitment of Mr 
O’Brien, and the Sergeant-at-Arms shortly afterwards announced that he had 
taken him into custody, according to the order of the house.—At a subsequent 
part of the evening, Mr O’Connell gave notice that he would, to-morrow, move 


of the Metropolitan Sewage Manure Company.—Sir D. L. Evans presented 
some petitions against it, and was about to etate his objections to it, when Mr M. 
Sutton suggested the postponement of the measure for a fortnight, by which time 
the government would be able to state the course it intended to take on the sub- 
ject.—The second reading was then postponed to this day fortnight. 

Post OFFICE IRREGULARITIES.—Captain Vivian complained of the irregu- 
larity of the D’ost-oflice in the transmission of letters, and more especially news- 
papers, by the morning mails.—Mr Cardwell attributed the irregularity mainly 
to the enormous increase in the number of London daily newspapers despatched 
by the morning mails. In one week of the present year the entire number {was 
no less than 729,000 ; and the difficulty of sorting in time sucha mass as this 
was increased by the fact that many were sent without covers, misdirected, &e. 
Efforts were now making to render the Post-office fully adequate to its in- 
creased duties. 

DaNisH CLAIMs.—Mr Hawes then drew attention to the subject of the 
Danish claims by mOving an address to the crown, praying compensation to the 
claimants.—After a discussion, during which the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
opposed the motion, Mr Hawes carried it against the government by 59 to 41, 
being a majority of 18 in its favour. 

RAILWAY LABoURERS.—Mr Bouverie next moved for a select committee, to 
inquire into the condition of labourers on railways, and other public works, and 
what remedies can be applied to lesson the peculiar evils consequent on their 
condition.—Mr Ewart seconded the motion.—Sir J. Graham had no intention of 
opposing the motion. He thought that the inquiry would be very useful, and 
that much good would result from it-—After a desultory conversation, in which 
Mr Hume, Mr Hudson, Lord Ebrington, Mr Mangles, Mr Aglionby, Mr Wak- 
ley, Sir G. Grey, Sir W. Jolliffe, Mr O'Connell, Mr B. Denison, and Dr Bowring 
joined, the committee was agreed to. 

The remaining business was of a miscellaneous nature.

LAW OF SETTLEMENT.—Sir Jolin Tyrell presented petitions from the parish 
of Kennington and other places, praying for a revision of the law of settlement, 
more especially with respect to pauper lunatics. ‘The petition was ordered to 
lie on the table. 

PUNISHMENT OF DEA TH.— Mr Ward presented a petition from a public meet- 
ing recently held in Exeter Hall, against the punishment of death. 

Mr Suiru O'Baren.—Mr O'Connell gave notice that he would postpone his 
motion relative to the discharge of Mr Smith O’Brien from the custody of the 
Sergeant-at-Arms till Monday next. 

CONSUMPTION OF SMOKE.—Sir J. Graham, in reply to a question from Mr 
Peter Borthwick, said it was not the intention of the government to introduce 
any measure this session with regard to the consumption of smoke. He had 
entertained great apprehensions last session as to the working of the plans 
which had been adapted for that purpose, and far from these apprehensions be- 
ing now removed, they were more and more confirmed, 

PROTECTION OF LIFE (IRELAND) BiLL.—On the motion that the order of the 
day for the Protection of Life (Ireland) Bill be read, Mr I’. Somers said, it 
must be evident to the right hon. bart. that it was not by such a bill as the pre- 
sent, the state of Ireland was to be altered. Let the government instead of 
persisting in this odious measure, introduce some measure for the purpose of 
giving greater security to the tenant, the improvement of waste lands, 
and euch other remedial measures, aud they would produce more peace in 
Ireland than a constabulary ten times greater than the present could do. 
—Mr Maurice O'Connell, Mr Timothy O’Brien (his maiden speech, and very well 
spoken), Mr Bellew, and Mr Henry Grattan (who was lively, vehement, and 
amusing), all spoke against the bill. Mr Colquhoun delivered a speech appa- 
rently in support of the bill, but in which he commented severely on the inade- 
quacy of the remedies proposed by the government, demanding for the cure of 
the social evils of Ireland applications more searching and permanent. ‘The 
only leading member of the government who spoke in support of the bill was the 
Attorney-General, who simply reiterated the government reasons in favour of the 
measure.—'The other speakers were Mr W. Collett and Captain Fitzmaurice in 
support of the measure, Mr S. Crawford and Mr FE. B. Roche against it, as did 
also Captain Layard. Major Beresford joined in the debate, supporting the first 
reading, though he considered the bill to be a useless and ineflicient measure, 
and the discussion was concluded by Colonel Rawdon, Colonel Sibthorp, and 
Lord Ingestre. Lord George Bentinck emphatically denied that there had been 
any “ compact ” between himself and Mr Smith O’Brien ; after which, on a divi- 
sion, there appeared :— For tie first reading of the bill 274; against it 125 
jority in its favour 149.

ning, Mr lt. R. Moore, Mr Samuel Gurney, Mr John Meredith, Mr Henry Vin- 
cent, Mr T. B. Wrightson, the Rev. Dr Campbell, the Rev. Dr Candlish, Mr J 
C. Barelay, Mr F. F. Buxton, and Mr G. W. Alexander. At the hour appointed, 
on the motion of Mr $8. Gurney, Mr Ewart, M.i’., was called to the chair. The 
hon. gentleman read a letter from Bir Cobden, apologising for his absence, and 
expressing hearty concurrence in the object of the meeting.

Man Snor arin Drury LANE.—On Saturday evening last, Drury lane was 
thrown into a state of excitement in consequence of a young man, agel 16, 
named John Braham, firing a loaded pistol at a man of the name of Blewitt, a 
lithographic printer, whereby it was then thought he was mortally wounded, the 
ball having passed very nearly through his right breast.

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STATE THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEK. 
At Mark lane on Monday there was again a moderate show of wheat 


by land carriage samples from the neighbouring counties, and a very 
few vessels were fresh up either from Lincolnshire, Norfolk, or Cam- 
bridgeshire, and the condition having been improved by the recent 
drying winds, and the millers being greatly in want of fine qualities, 
a good demand was experienced for such, at the commencement of 
the market, at an advance of Is per quarter on the currency of last 
Monday, wiiile a tolerably fair clearance was made of the secondary 
sorts at last week’s quotations. Scarcely any free foreign of good 
quality is now left in granary; the little business done was at full 
prices ; the importations have been good, 19,692 qrs having be en re- 
ported up to Saturday night, and consisted of 933 qrs from Danizic, 
1,143 from Fiume, 600 from Griefswalde, 735 from Konigsberg, 290 
from Launceston, 1,185 from New Orleans, 4,158 from Odessa, 2,171 
from Rostock, 3,247 from Stettin, 800 from Stralsund, and 4,420 from 
‘Trieste. Small quantities continue to be taken to be enters d for 
immediate consumption by certificates, which are not now obtainable 
under 163 per qr. Beyond this nothing whatever was lieing in 
bonded parcels. 

The millers put up the nominal top price of town-made flour to 56s, 
being an advance of 3s per suck ; and ship marks were more saleable 
at higher terms. The arrivals were 5,697 sks of English, with 20,348 
brls trom the United States. Barley, although in limited supply, 
was dull of sale, still previous rates were firmly maintained for all 
descriptions ; the receipts were 3,436 qrs of Englis h, and 3,296 from 
Scotland. Of oats the arrivals were to a moderately fair extent, 
consisting of 6,473 qrs of English, 28 of Scotch, 7,147 of Lrish, and 
5,498 of foreign. Factors having demanded enhanced terms, the 
dealers were very cautious in their operations, and the consumers 
only took limited quantities for immediate use; the business done 
was at prices rather in favour of the seller. The arrivals of beans 
were 1,294 qrs of English, and 3,009 from European ports; the de- 
mand was steady at full prices. The supplies of peas were 321 qrs 
from our own coast, and 690 from Alexandria; all fine parcels of 
white brought rather over the currency of last week, whilst other 
sorts moved off freely at quite as much money. The importations of 
Indian corn were 2,074 qrs. This article does not go freely into con- 
sumption at this port, but prices are fully supported; the stock in 
bond in London, on the 5th April, consisted of 6,654 quarters. 

The supplies of Irish wheat at Liverpool were small during the 
week, amounting to 3,428 qrs, with 228 qrs coastwise ; and on Tues- 
day, having an average attendance of millers and dealers, there was 
a fair sale for the best samples of new at the full prices of that day 
se"ennight, with only a limited demand for old parcels though offered 
at previous prices, whilst inferior qualities were difticult to move:

Corron Twist anp Yary.—Mr Brotherton has just obtained 
return of the number of pounds of cotton twist and yarn exported 
for a lengthened period. ‘The hou. member asked for a return from 
1809 to 1845, but it appears that the accounis at the Custom-house 
were destroyed by fire for the years preceding 1814. The accounts 
are given in the return from that year to 1845. The quantity ex- 
ported in 1845, was in pounds, 185,144,805, and in value 6,963,235. 

Devonrort A Bonpep Towxn.—On Thursday, a letter was received 
from the Lords of the Treasury, stating that the privilege of bonding 
all exciseable articles that come coastwise should be grante ‘d to the 
town, as soon as suitable premises shall, upon survey of the autho- 
rised parties, be reported as ready for the purposes intended. A pre- 
liminary meeting was held at the Town-hall, Devonport, on Thursday 
evening, and a “sub-committee was appointed to fix upon a site in 
Mutton Cove, where a bonded warehouse can be erected. The build- 
ing will probably be raised on shares by a joint-stock company. ‘The 
merchi nts of De vonport are much gri tified with this boon, although 
they will still have to come to Plymouth to account forall their mer- 
chandise that comes foreign.—Glode. 

ANNEXATION OF Texas.—In reply to a communication from the 
Secretary of he Customs Department, the commissioners have re- 
ceived a letter from Mr Cardwell, stating that he has been commanded 
by the Lords Commissioners of her Majesty's Navy to state that the 
Earl of Aberdeen is of opinion that ‘lexas must henceforward be 
considered as forming part of the American union. 

SYDNEY papers were received by the Hooghly, on Monday morn- 
ing, to the 2d January, The markets remained dull and without much 
prospect of animation, Wool continues to be freely exported, and 
the prices paid are ap parently satisfactory to the flock master. 
Ileavy rains had been experienced in the neighbourhood of Para- 
matta, and the other interior districts, subsequent, however, to sheep- 
shearing. 

Impoxnts AND Exports or New Yorx.—According to the Ame- 
rican papers the value of imports at New York for the first quarter 
of the year was 19,824,595 dols against 17,380,237 dols in 1845, show- 
ing an increase in favour of the former period of 2,443,358 dols. ‘The 
value of exports showed a decrease of 821,225 dols, the amount for 
the first quarter of the present year being 3,882,143 dols, and for the 
first quarter of 18145, 4,703,398 dols. ‘The gross amount of duties re- 
ceived during the same period was 2,617,847 dols against 1,602,302 
dols in 1845.

must be considered to be of a speculative character.

The depression experienced in the first week is to be referred 
chiefly to the immense amount of the declarations, at a time when, 
from the dull state of the indigo trade, and the precarious condition 


of the money market, it was evident that nothing but the inducement 
of vi ry low p rices could obtain buyers for a large quantity of in ligo. 


But the appre s‘hension of forced sales being gradu: illy removed by 
withdrawings from day to day, and the dem: ind from various source 
proving equal to sustain the quantity left, prices recovered to Janu- 
ary rates, as detailed in our report of the 25th ultimo. The result 
seems to indicate that the value of indigo is now so low, as not to be 
2 asily susceptible of further reduction; at the same time, while the 
stock continues large, and the quarterly sales liabie to be extended to 
an unlimited amount, the p rospect ot improve ment must be distant, 
— ordinary circumstances. 

It may be useful to note, from observation of 
that the qui antity advertised for a affords a very uncertain indica- 
tion of what is to be sitively sold at the curr nt prices; and in that 
just concluded it will be seen, that 772 lots, or 6 per cent of the whole, 
were never even printed.

RocubaLe, Monday, April 27.—There has been a steady demand for 
flannels, but prices have been low and unremunerating to the manufac- 
turer. The wool market has been in much the same state as last Mondny. 

Lreps, Tuesday, April 28,—We are happy to say our markets keep im- 
proving, and a very fair quantity of business has been done to-day. Wool 
is much firmer in price, and some low descriptions very much sought after, 
and decidedly higher. 

Heuppersrie_p, Tuesday, April 28.—We have had a good attendance of 
buyers to-day in the market, and sales to some extent have been effected, 
but at such prices as to leave little or no profit to the manufacturers. 
Several orders have been received that will give employment for some 
weeks. The weather is such that we have but few buyers for the home 
trade. 

Hupprersrietp, April 25.—Our markct to-day has scarcely equalled that 
of last week, either in the vesting or woollen branches; nevertheless, stocks 
in the former are very low, and manufacturers are becoming busy to order. 

Braprorp, April 30.—Pieces—We have nothing new to report of the 
state of our market this week ; no steady wholesome trade can be expected 
while the tariff question remains unsettled. Yarns—No alteration in price, 
but the orders taken have caused some little of the machinery that was 
standing to be set at work.

The Paris market too is du!l; there the 
purchases amount to 600 hds West India and 700 bags Bourbon ; the only 
arrival is a parcel of 200 lids from Porto Rico. Riee—Of Carolina there is 
nothing left, but 6,000 bags Siam at public sale were ail purchased at fair 
prices. Indigo—Consumers have taken this week 50 ch sts. Ashes—Sales 
both from first and private hands have been considerable; prices conse- 
quently are much firmer, and our stock has been materially reduced, 
amounting now to 3,400 barrels of all sorts. Hides—Firm, but without 
business, on account of the approaching fair at Caen ; about 16,000 South 
American have arrived. Tudlow—Some sales of Russian, with an increased 
demand.

The chief items in the Bank accounts deserving notice are the 
continued large decrease of private deposits and of securities. There 
is also a continued and steady increase of bullion. ‘The public de- 
posits have reached the lowest point, which is the case generally the 
third week from the time the dividends are first payable. 

Money has been considerably easier during the week ; and, except- 
ing the Bank minimum rate for first-class bills, it may be said that 
all other classes of paper have been more freely discounted than for 
some time back, and ata rate fully one-half per cent lower than a 
month ago. On some occasions during the weck private brokers 
have taken bills at the Bank minimum rate, so that they must 
have been able to obtain money somewhat lower than that rate. 
The first bill brokers are still charging 4 per cent for good 
paper. There has been a rumour prevalent during the week that the 
Bank intended at its meeting, on ‘Thursday, to reduce the minimum 
rate of interest to three per cent.

much confidence in the probability of such a step being taken at this | 


time. It is true, the securities in the Bank show a large reduction

nution during the same period, by the payment of the dividends. 


We must own that we should regret to see such a step taken at this 
moment by the Bank, as it would be calculated to produce, we think, 
a false impression, that money was likely to be permanently of lower 
value, and to induce to speculation in shares at this particular mo- 
ment. Besides, there can be no occasion for such a reduction while 
the first bill-brokers are charging in most cases 4 per cent; the in- 
stances where 34 per cent has been charged being few, and rather 
accidental than otherwise. 


The greater case which has been manifest in the money 


market, during the last fortnight in particular, may be attributed | 


to the payment of the dividends, and to the greater confidence 
which has prevailed, consequent upon an expected extensive wind- 
ing-up of a large portion of the railway schemes, under the 
new Sessional orders, and the Bill for dissolving those companies.

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RAILWAY LEGISLATION, 
Tue following protest against the new sessional orders has been 
entered by Lord Radnor upon the journals of the House of Lords:— 

* DISSENTIENT, 

“1, Because I think it is unseemly, impolitic, and of bad example, that the 
house should, to meet the supposed emergency of a particular case, alter by 
ex-post-facto resolutions its own established regulations, and thus enable certain 
parties to violate engagemeuts which others had entered into with them on the 
faith of those regulations. 

“2, Because such a proceeding impairs (if it does not totally destroy) the con- 
fidence which should be reposed in the regulations of this house. 

“3. Because the real purport and ultimate effect of these resolutions are not 
to bring about any public or national object, connected with the construction of 
the proposed railways, but gratuitously to relieve parties (whether ec mpanies or 
private individuals) from engagements which they have wantonly and heedlessly 
contracted. 

“4, Because if it were expedient to put an end to these engagements, the 
responsibility and onus of taking the necessary steps for that purpose should be 
left to the parties themselves, and not be undertaken by the house. 

“5. Because the house thus goes out of its way to interpose in, and intermed- 
dle with, the affairs of private parties. 

“ 6. Because, in truth, the parties intended thus to be relieved have, in many 
cases, incurred their responsibilities without any view to the public good, but 
merely in the spirit of reckless gambling, for their own private gain, and have, 
therefore, no claim to so unusual an interposition on their behalf. 

“7, Because the house thus holds out an expectation that, on future similar 
occasions, it may be induced to afford similar relief; and thus, if it does not 
directly encourage such a spirit, it does not discourage it, or throw such a 
stigma on it, as, according to every principle of sound policy and good morals, 
it is bound to do. 

“8. Because this unprecedented and mischievous proceeding appears to me 
the more uncalled for, even in the view of its supporters, as there is now before 
the house a bill which will enable the persons to whom these resolutions apply 
to effect the same object directly for themselves, and there is no reason to anti- 
cipate that it will not pass into a law.”

COMMONS’ COMMITTEES ON “MERITS.” 


Group IV.—Noarta or Scotianp District.— Wednesday, April 29.—This com- 
mittee was assembled to-day, and proceeded with the 

GREAT NORTH oF SCOTLAND,—Mr Andrews opened the case for the promoters of 
this scheme.

It would pass through five counties, namely, Aberdeen, 
Banff, Moray, Inverness, and Nairn, The southern terminus commenced at the 
Aberdeen terminus of the Aberdeen railway, and was connected with the docks of 
Aberdeen, the population of which town alone was 70,000, and ran on to Inverness, a 
distance of about 107 miles. Independently of this main line, there were four branches, 
one to Banff, another to Portsoy, another to Garmouth, and another to Burghead ; and 
the length of the main line and branches together was | miles, The estimated cost 
of the line was 1,500,000/.—The chairman said it appeared to the committee that 
there were two lines before them for connecting Aberdeen and Inverness which ran 
along the coast, namely, the Great North of Scotland and Aberdeen, Banff, and Elgin, 
and Elgin and Inverness, and a direct through line, known as the Perth and Inverness, 
joining the second coast line at Nairn. Now, the committee thought the best course 
to be adopted was for the Great North of Scotland to endeavour to show that the traf- 
fic of the district would not justify the construction of two lines, namely, a through 
and a coast line, and that in this state of things their line was the best; while, on the 
other hand, it was for the Perth and Inverness, and the Aberdeen, Banff, and Elgin, 
and Elgin and Inverness companies to produce evidence tending to show that the 
traffic was quite sufficient to justify all these lines. Lord Lovell was called, and gave 
evidence iv favour of this line, though he acknowledged that the Perth and Inverness 
was the be-t forthrough traffic.

Mr James Brancker, chair- 
man of the board of directors, presided, and stated that the object of 
the meeting was, he understood, to oppose the amalgamation with the 
Manchester and Leeds company. It was impertant the question 
should be settled. The directors had seen no reason to alter their 
opinion on the subject; on the contrary, that opinion had been 
strengthened. The Secretary then read the terms of the contract, 
which were that the Bury company should give up all benefit, per- 
spective or otherwise, in the line, on condition of receiving 50/ shares 
in the Manchester and Leeds company, and be entitled to dividends 
from the opening of the line, subject to a deduction of 1/ per cent for 
the first two years, and to participate in any new shares hereafter 
created. The chairman moved that the directors be authorised to 
proceed with the bill, in accordance with the terms entered into on 
the 7th October, 1845. The motion was seconded by Mr Stuart. Mr 
T. Samuels proposed an amendment, to the effect that the amalga- 
mation be not entered into. Mr Hadfield, of Manchester, seconded 
the amendment. Mr Forshaw disapproved of the amalgamation, and 
produced an opinion of counsel which had been taken, to the effect 
that the directors of the Liverpool and Bury company ought not to 
vote on the question then before the meeting. Considerable discus- 
sion ensued, and the chairman took the votes, when there appeared 
for the amendment, 61; against it, 40. The amendment was accord- 
ingly declared to be carried; but a poll was demanded, when there 
appeared for the amendment, votes, 1,819; shares, 4,632. For the 
motion, votes, 3,917; shares, 8,907. Majority for the original mo- 
tion, 2,068 votes; 4,275 shares. Mr Forshaw made a protest, on be- 
half of himself and others, against any Liverpool and Bury director 
having an interest in the Manchester and Bolton or the Manchester 
and Leeds companies being allowed to vote either personally or by 
proxy at that meeting. 

Surewssury, Oswestry, ann Cuester Junction.—The second 
half-yearly meeting of shareholders in this line was held at Chester, 
on Thursday (W. Wardell, Esq., in the chair). A report was read, 
from which it appears that the directors continue to entertain conti-

The meeting was numerously attended. Mr Richard Harbord

BELGIUM.

Tue Wacur, April 2 rhe market for railway shares remains in’a state 
of almost complete stagnation ; some transactions have taken piace in Rhe- 
nish, but the others have been totally deserted. | This circumstance is the 
more extraordinary, as the principal part of the private fortunes of this 
country are invested in public funds, the current prices of which are, for the 
most part, so high that they scarcely yi ld an interest of four per cent. 
Does it not appear an anomaly that people should place their property at 
such a low interest, in foreign securities, such as Bi ‘ilian, | 1guese 
Russian, &c., when they may find in aimed country more advantageous 
investments, with positive security 2? We have certainly no desire to wit- 
ness on our Amsterdam exchange the reckless speculation, which many 
have cause to deplore, that recently invaded the London, Paris, and Berlin 
markets ,nor do we wish to discourage altogether the negotiations in the 
public funds, but we would have our cap ts give that attent to the 
railway pro} erty of their own country which it so decidedly merits. 

It is, doubtless, difficult to f orm a juds gment of the } rospectiv ivantages 
or success of an undert sides which may be only in a state of projection, and 
conseq ntly, of the profit which may accrue. It aed aaes ry 
for that pun that people should make themselves acquainted with a 
variety of circumstances which are not generally paid sufficient attention 
to. Every one is not competent t idge whether chemi l or well 

lanned its execution entrusted to ient hands; le men are 
t the head of the direction. Nor can everybody say or form an opinion 
upon the influence which the establishment of a railway will have either on 
the travelling population or on the ¢ mnmnere! lrelations, We can conceive, 
then, why a nation so p! legmatie und so timid as ours, notwithstanding thi 
ancient speculation of t s, should he cit ite to adventure their money in 
enterprises, the revenue from which is yet to them anenigma.

FRENCH RAILWAY INTELLIGENCE. 
(From our own Correspondent.) 
Paris, April 29, 1846.—Our Chamber of D puties has at length begun 


the debates on railway affairs. ‘The first railway bill which occupied the 
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house is the Bordeaux and Cette line. M. Duprat, the reporter, had con- 
cluded that the line should be granted directly, and that the 1roode of adju- 
dications was to be entirely abandoned, on account of the manifold man- 
cuvres to which it had given rise. This question was strenuously argued, 
and as the ministers had adopted the direct grant system, the opposition 
immediately took the adverse side. M. Creuneux advocated the adjudi- 
cating system, and brought in an amendment in that sense. It had like to 
have been adopted, if the house had not been adjourned, because the num- 
bers of deputies present were not sufficient. But in the sitting of Monday 
last, the conclusions of the committee have been adopted, accerding to the 
system of direct grant. But instead of giving the company 18 millions of 
francs, on condition that they should construct a branch to Castres, this 
branch was declared optional for the company, and the pecuniary grant has 
been fixed at 15 millions. This bill has been carried by 219 agaiast 45 votes. 
The Chamber of Deputies is now discussing the Western railway bill, which 
is to be directly granted to the two Versailles railway companies under the 
patronage of M. de Rothschild, Indirect attacks to the powerful banker 
have already been made by M. Vavin, but it seems probable that the bill 
will be voted with its present shape. It is probable that the chamber will 
vote during this session the Dyon and Malhouse railway bill, but all the 
other railway bills will certainly be adjourned. The Minister of Public 
Works knew perfectly well that they could not be carried this year, but he 
brought them in as a claim for the next general election. 

The annual general meetiug of the proprietors of the Northern railway 
took place yesterday, under the chairmanship of M. de Rothschild. M. 
Emile Pereire, one of the directors, has read the report. 

The orders which the company has made for the completion of the 
materiel amounted to 16,848,725{rs (673,949), in February last. They rise 
now to 25,421,252frs (1,018,450/). 

The general receipts, with the interests, amount to 50,473,109frs 59¢. 
The expenditures, comprising four millions caution money and twenty 





millions as the first instalment of reimbursement to the government, rose 
25,768,977frs 96e. The balance, 24,738,834frs 53c, will be sufficient to meet 
all the expenses of this year. No new call will be made before the end of 
1846 or the beginning of 1847. 

The two lines of Lisle and of Valenciennes to the Belgian frontier have 


been operied on the first of this month, and the company have begun at the 


same time to work the section from Arras to Douai, to Lille, and to Valen- 
ciennes. The average receipts have amounted, during the first week, to 
1 2.179frs 90¢ per day, during the secoud week to 3,l46frs 70c per day, and 
during the third week to 3,254frs 93c. 
The fares of the company will give a large economy to the travellers on 
the fares of the Messageurs. The average fares of the three classes from 


Paris to Amiens is 10frs 46c by uns railway, instead of 17frs 40c. 

One track is ready from Amiens to 2rras, and it has been run through to- 
day (29) by a locomotive which has started from Paris, and has gone with- 
out interruption to Lille. The second track from Arras to Amiens will be 
laid at the end of May. On the first section both tracika are laid to Clermont. 
From this town to Amiens there is hut one track, which has long been laid, 
and has already been often run through. The second track is laid upon 40 
kilometres of this section. 16 kilometres of the second track are not yet 
leid, but the laying will be made within six or eight days. The part from 





Paris to Pontoise is quite ready. The part from Pontoise to Amiens will 
be ready from the l0th to the 15th of May. The opening will take place 
after this date. The section from Amiens to Arras may be opened in the 
first part of June,and then the whole line will be worked from Paris to 
Lille and to the frontier. 


This report has not quite satisfied=the sharcholders, because it had been 
anvounced that the whole section from Paris to Amiens should be opened 
to the traffic onthe 2nd of May. The delay has been caused by the non- 
delivery of the rails to the company. 

Mr O’Brien, who was commissioned by the Minister of Public Works to 
survey tle line from Lyons to Geneva, has sent him a report upon this great 
railway scheme. A bill will be brought to the next session of parliament 
for the execution of the works; but as the present parliament will be dis- 
solved on June next, and we shall have a new parliament, it is probable that 
the chamber of deputies will not have much time to examine railway bills 
during the first session of the legislature.
